ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1957. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Hadleigh  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1 957- 

The  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  of  the  population  of  the 
town  shows  an  increase  of  20  and  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  were  below 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  Still  Births  or  Death, 
of  Infants  under  1 year  nor  did  death  result  from  any  of  the  commoner 
Notifiable  Diseases  ; only  36  notifications  of  such  being  received. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that,  during  1957,  there  were  as  many  as 
102  new  connections  to  the  public  sewer. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  to  thank 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  Mr.  H.  R.  Woolvett,  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Mr.  A. S.  Garman  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Mitchell,  for  their 
co-operation.  I would  also  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  Dr.  D.A.  McCracken,  for  the  part  he  played  during  the 
year.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  area. 


Water  Supply.  2 additional  water  services  were  laid  during  the 
year  for  1 house  and  a market  garden.  Water  main  extension  in 
Pykenham  Way  for  96  new  Council  houses,  70  of  these  houses  being 
occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year  bringing  the  total  number  of  houses 
now  connected  to  the  water  mains  to  1030  in  addition  to  other  premises. 
Pour  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  a bacteriologist  and  were 
quite  satisfactory.  The  Council  again  considered  the  question  of 
installing  a filter  to  remove  the  iron  from  the  water  but  the  matter 
was  again  deferred. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Particulars  of  new  drainage  to  the  sewers  are 
given  under  the  heading  of  work  done.  Further  connections  to  the 
sewers  were  made  for  102  houses  including  the  96  Council  houses  in 
Pykenham  Way.  The  total  number  of  houses  now  connected  to  the  sewers 
is  1060  in  addition  to  other  properties. 

Scavenging,,  The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
house  and  trade  refuse  is  the  same  as  last  year,  the  refuse  being 
collected  and  taken  to  a satisfactory  tip  outside  the  town  by  a 
Contractor.  Collections  are  made  once  per  week.
